He then read an extensive re- 
port of their affairs that lead‘ up to 
the call of the strike, covering a per- 
iod of nearly two years.

There had been several revorts in 
circulation that some of the men now 
working at the sound house had been 
intimidated and that there had even 
been threats that they would be killed 
if they continued to work there. Such 
reports the railroad men declined to 
believe and assured the citizens that 
they could depend upon it that no per- 
son would be molested by any of their 
union members. 

There was considerable discussion 
but it was plain to be seen that noth- 
ing could be done to help 'oca] mat- 
ters. Considerable protest was made 
by the strikers because of the fact 
that the Michigan Central was having 
armed guards on duty at the shops 
to protect the workers. ‘To asaure the 
Grayling people of their good faith 
they offered their services as guards 
to protect the property of the Com- 
pany.

AVOID DROWNING. TO 


SWIM. 

“Learn to swim—drowning season 
now open”—Y. M. C. A. sign. 

“Come on in the water's fine” 
bathing beach sign. 

Hundreds of swimmers who heeded 
the first slogan are bathing this year 
while 223 persons who lashed into 
the water on reading the second an- 
nouncement last year were drowned. 

“Don’t swim within an hour after 
eating has long been a swimming 
don’t, but even more important than 


that is the don’t that prohibits swim- 
ming when one is tired or the body 
overheated,” aays Dr. R. M. Olin, 
state health commissioner, “A large 
percentage of drownings in four 
months of 1921 was caused by per- 
sons becoming exhausted because they 
were tired before they began swim- 
ming or because the body was so ov- 
erheated that the cold watar produc- 
ed cramps with disastrous effects. 
Bathing during the hot vart of the 
day is dangerous." 

Every summer claims its quota of 
victims by drowning. Figures com- 
piled in the bureau of vital statistics 
for four months of 1921 show the 
number who came to their jeath by 
drowning: 

June 77; July 92; August 37; Sep- 
tember 17; Total 223. 

“If everyone knew how to prepare 
for a swim and knew the mere rudi- 
ments of artificial respiration fewer 


“persons would be sacrificed,” 3ays Dr. 


Olin. “When a bather has veen brot 
from the water apparently drowned, 
don’t delay a moment in beginning re- 
suscitation, At any minute up to two 
or three hourga signs of recovery may 
appear. Use the Schafer or one man 
method of restoring breathing. Be- 
fore going into the water, one should 
feel confident of his stroke, ne in good 
physical condition and never tired or 
overheated.”

“Early associations’ was the title 
of a subject responded to by Hon. Nel- 
son Sharpe, justice of the Supreme 
court of Michigan and a former 
judge of our judicial district. He was 
paid a glowing tribute by the toast- 
master and introduced as “Just plain, 
honest Justice Sharpe.” In token of 
the high esteem and love in which he 
is held by the attorneys of the dlis- 
trict over which he so long presided, 
every person rose to their feet as the 
speaker stood up to address them. 

Judge Sharpe said that he came 
here to mingle again with the people 
of this vicinity and that he was great- 
ly enjoying it. He complimented Mr. 
Townsend for his brilliant address and 
offered a few suggestions to his fel- 
low attorneys, and suggested that 
there should be confidence on the part 
of the lawyers for the bench and also 
that judges should have confidence in 
the attorneys.

INDUCTANCES AND TUNING COILS 


In order to receive and hear sounds 
sent from transmitting stations by 
radiophones clearly and without inter- 
ference or confuslou, a device of: some 
sort is required which will cut out all 
waves suave those desired. This is 
known as “tuning” und the Instruments 
or appliances used te accomplish It 
are culled “tuners.” There are naw 
& great meaty different devices for 
tuning. such as tuning-coils, loose 
couplers, . vario-conplers, variometers, 
variable condensers, ete. Of these, 
all but the variable condensers (which 
see) are coiJs of various types, the 
simplest, but by no means the must 
efficient, being the simple tuning-colls. 
These consist of a coil of bare wire 
wound about a core or cylinder of 
wood, fibre or pasteWbard and pro- 
vided with sliding contacts as shown 
in Fig. 80, In which A is the coll, B. 
the sliste’rod and C, the slider, 

By moving the slider from coil to 
coil of the wire the wave length of 
the receiving instruments may be ad- 
justed to catch the desired sounds 
of that wave leugth Such coils are 
very easily made by winding a paste- 
board tube—which should be souked 
in melted parattine to render ft water- 
proof—with bare copper wire about 
No. 18., making about 40 turns and 
leaving a space of about 1-16 Inch be- 
tween the curns. If two or more silders 
or contacts are arranged still finer 
adjustinent wil) be attainable while. 
by providing retary switches with five 
contacts us shown In Fig. 32, still bet- 
ter results will be secured. Although, 
as stated, these cojJs are easily made, 
yet they are se cheap that many pre- 
fer to purchase them rendy made rather 
than bother making them, Simple 
coils or inductances, however, are even 
simpler, as they consist merely of 
a few turns of insulated copper wire 
wound on aw pasteboard tube, the num- 
ber of turns depending upon the wave 
lengths to be received. In some sets 
there is but one coll or helix Fig. $2, 
while in other sets there are two, a 
primary and secondury Fig. 33, and 
as a rule the coil should be tapped 
and the cireult connected at the tap- 
off Fig. 84. This Is best dune by tak- 
ing a loop or twist in the wire at the 
desired point and then continuing 
winding as Fle. 45. Of course, in mak- 
ing the connection at this tap-off the 


wire should be scraped free of {nsula- 
tion to make the joint, after which ft 
should be wrapped with adhesive tape. 
In making these simple inductance 
coils it is best to put on more turns 
of wire than you think is actually re 
quired, as it Is far easier lo remave 
one turn at @ time, untth the destred 
wave length Is obtained. than it ta 
to add turns after the instruments are 
set up. Shinilaur simple coils are used 
in many parts of receiving sets, such 
as the radie-choke In Fig. 50, L, ete. 

By making several tap-offs and then 
leading them to the various contacts 
of a multiple-point switch, Fig. 36. 
C, excellent results may be obtained 
especially with the smaller crystal sets 
with a single simple coil, Another way 
by which waves of varying lengths 
muy be received by means of simple 
colls without tuning devices, Is to have 
several coils of various sizes so #r- 
ranged that they may he connected or 
disconnected with your set at will. 
Thts may be done, either by means 
of plugs and sockets as tin Fig. 36, 
A. or by switches with several con- 
tacts as shown in Fig. 86. B. Still 
finer adjustment may be obtulned by 
providing each coil with a siider or 
similar tuning device. This will give 
a wide range of wave lengths and will 
obviate all need of taklog Curas off the 
colis and as such culls are very easy 
to Make you can have as meny as you 
desire of different sizes. 

Another very different type of in- 
ductance-eoil consists of two windings, 
known as primary and secondary, and 
nre similar to the ordinary sparking 
cals used in older type automobiles, 
in power bouts, etc. These are known 
1 also as transformers (which see) and 
while they can be made at home yet 
it ts a tedious and difficult jab to wind 
ou the hundreds of turns of wire 
properly und as such colts are inex- 
pensive ft is never advisable to attempt 
It. unless you wish to make everything 
yourself, just for the practice and furr 
of it. Colls of thig type may be pur- 
chased which are made especially for 
radio use, but an ordinary gpark-coll 
with the contact-breaker screwed or 
fustened down will answer every pur- 
pose, The same type of coil, using 
auly the secondary winding, may he 
successfully employed as a chuke-coll, 
as shown tn Fig, 60, N. 


A SIMPLE VACUUM 


This set is one of the simplest that 
ean be devised to use a vacuum tube 
detector and it may be set up by any- 
one at a lower cost than the ordinary 
erystal sets may be purchased ready 
made. Moreover, tuning in this set is 
simplified to the minimum, there be 
ing but two adjustments to be made, 
the variable condenser and the rheo- 
stat. The whole set {9 plainly shown 
in Fig. 54, A being the aerial, B the 
ground, C the vurlable condenser, D 
the Inductance, E the grid-lerk, F the 
fixed condenser. G@ the grid, H_= the 
plate of tube, I the cheostat, the six- 
volt battery, K the phone receivers and 
L the 22 valt B-battery. 

The alngle inductance used ts easily 
made by winding a gastebourd tube 
about three Inches In diameter and 
two Inches long with about forty-six 
turns of No, 26 double-covered, cotton- 
insulated copper wire. There should 
be a tap-off taken at the twenty-third 
turn (which ig done by making a loop 
in the wire) and then the next twenty- 
three turns wound on, The fixed con- 
denser and grid leak ean be made 
as described in the article on “con- 
densers” and the grid-leak, for best re-

sults, should be variable. which is 
easily arranged by using a paper and 
pencil leak and by adding Hnes or 
erasing them as described under “con- 
densers.” The fixed condenser should 
be about .0U1 mfd. and the variable 
condenser of from .0008 to .0007 mfds. 
Be sure to place the phone receivers 
and B-bettery in series, the positive 
pole of the battery being connected to 
the tap-off on the inductance eud the 
negutive pole being led to the receivers 
ag shown. In setting up and tuning 
you will very likely find it necessary 
to take one or two turns of wire from 
the upper end of the coil, which ts 
easily done. In operating this set firat 
tring the tube lament to a point 
where the oscillations produce a squeal 
or howl with the variable condenser 
set at zero. Then, by moving the con- 
denser pointer over the reale slowly 
and carefully, you can determine the 
best point to receive aignnis, When 
this is determined, adjust the rheoatat 
until the filament osefilates and then 
decrease the brightness a little. With 
a little practice and by marking the 
knobs you will be able to readily adjust 
the set Very accurately and quickly.

E. MICHIGAN. : 

Twenty thousand blotters adver- 
tising Eastern Michigan as a vaca- 
tion district are being sent out by 
members of the Northeastern Michi- 
gan Development bureau and the Hur- 
on Shore Tourist association. The 
blotters are used as stuffers in out 
going mail and are supplied by the 
latter association. 


Grayling board of trade is put- 
ting out three thousand of the North- 
eastern Michigan Resort folders on 
which they are advertising Grayling 
and free camping grounds on Lake 
Margrethe formerly Portage Lake. 


The Development bureau is receiv- 
ing some excellent samples »f alfalfa 
but needs much more.

.are very acceptable. Farmers having 
anything in this line good vr above 
the average, will render a service by 
sending samples tu the Develooment 
bureau at pay City. All materia) 
should be cut a little before ripe and 
dried in the shade.

JUDGE- DENDUNCES WAYNE DEP- 
UTIES CONVICTED AS BOOT- 
LEGGERS. 


HEAVY SENTENCES ARE IMPOSED 


Two of the Deputy Sheriffs Given 
Four Years in Penitentlary and 
$20,000 Fines. 


Detroit—iIn what court officials and 
attaches declared was the most scath- 
ing arraigument ever uttered from the 
bench of a federal court in Michigan, 


Judge Arthur J, Tuttle, in the United] § 


States court scourged three deputy 
sheriffs who had just been convicted 
by a jury of violating the prohibition 
law, and pilloried the sheriffs office of 
Wayne county as “crooked” and as 
un “obstructor of justice’. 

“You men are bo crouked that you 
are « tlisgrace tu yourselves, tu man- 


hood and to Wayne county.” Judge 
i Tuttle told Deputy Sheriffs James 
Baker, William Parmenter and Max 


Corrigan when he called (hem before 
him for sentence. 

Then he pronounced sentence as fol- 
lows; 

David Baker, feuur years in the fed- 
eral penitentidry and $20,000 fine. 
William Parmenter, four years in the 
federal penitentiary and $20,000 fine. 
Max Corr-gan, three years in the fed- 
eral penitentiary and $3,000 ‘fine. 
James Quick, four years jn the fed- 
eral penitentiary and $4,00¢ fine. Hen- 
one year in the Detroit 
house of correction. Jess Flowers. 
agent for the rum runners, one year 
in the Detroit house of correction. Jo- 
seph Doffines, nine months in the De- 
troit house of correction. 

The jury in reporting the convie- 
tion of Deputy Sheriffs Baker, Corri- 
Ban and Parmenter and of Flowers 
and Doffinos, acquitted Fred Ackley, 
formerly a deputy sheriff and now a 
in Wyandotte, and Henry 
Plovis, a farmer, on whose farm the 
liguor concerned in the case was 
“cached” for a time. 

Just before passing sentence on the 
three deputies, Judge Tuttle declared 
that he regarded it as. peculiarly de- 
ploruble that “the very office that 
should bave kicked you crooks out 
has, instead, rallied to your support 
while you have been on trial in this 
court, from the moment the trial
